Health  Visitors  half  locally  and  half  out  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health  Grant.

Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  conditions  of  the  Llwchwr  Urban  District  for  the 
year  1937. 


AREA  AND  POPULATION. 

The  Llwchwr  Urban  District  is  divided  into  four  Parishes, 
viz.  : — Llandilo-Talybont,  Loughor,  Gowerton,  and  Llan- 
gyfelach.

The  population  of  the  District  for  mid-1937,  is  estimated 
by  the  Registrar  General  as  25,860.  This  figure  is  slightly 
lower  than  for  the  year  1936,  which  was  26,250. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  at  the  end  of  the  year 
was  6,305,  and  the  rateable  value  of  the  district  was  <£94,790. 
which  represents  a sum  of  £352  as  the  yield  of  a penny  rate. 

The  chief  industries  in  the  district  are  Goal-mining,  Steel- 
smelting, and  Tin-plating.  The  average  percentage  of 
unemployment  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  thirty  three  per 
cent. 
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BIRTHS. 

The  net  births  registered  in  the  district  after  correction 
for  inward  and  outward  transfers  numbered  375.  Males  195, 
and  females,  180,  which  is  equivalent  to  a birth  rate  of  14.5 
per  1,000  population.  This  rate  compares  favourably  with 
the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  which  is  given  as  14.9  per 
1,000,  also  it  compares  very  closely  with  the  births  registered 
for  the  preceding  year  which  numbered  378  with  a rate  of 
14.4  per  1,000. 

4 Male  illegitimate  children  were  registered  and  1 female, 
a proportion  of  13.3  per  1,000  registered  live  births. 

The  Stillbirths  numbered  26 — 16  males  and  10  females — 
which  represents  a rate  of  1.0  per  1,000  of  the  population,  and 
a rate  of  64  per  1,000  total  (live  and  still)  births.  The  still- 
birth rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  0.60  per  1,000 
population. 

DEATHS. 

The  net  number  of  deaths  registered  for  the  district  was 
301.  Males  163,  and  females  138,  which  gives  a death  rate 
of  11.6  per  1,000  population.  Last  year,  the  number  of  deaths 
was  277,  with  a rate  of  10.55  per  1,000;  thus  this  year  we  are 
24  in  excess  of  last  year’s  record,  but  the  rate  compares 
favourably  with  that  given  for  England  and  Wales  which 
was  12.4  per  1,000. 

26  Infants— 13  males  and  13  females,  died  under  the  age 
of  one  year,  giving  an  Infant  Mortality  rate  of  69  per  1,000 
registered  live  births.  Of  these,  10  deaths  were  due  to 
Congenital  Debility,  Prematurity,  and  Malformation.  The 
Infant  Mortality  rate  for  the  County  of  Glamorgan  in  1937, 
was  65,  and  for  England  and  Wales  was  58  per  1,000  live 
births. 

No  deaths  occurred  in  illegitimate  children  under  1 year 
of  age. 

The  Maternal  Mortality  rate  for  the  district  in  1937  was 
nil,  but  the  corresponding  rates  for  England  and  Wales  were 
2.23  per  1,000  live  births,  and  3.11  per  1,000  total  (live  and 
still)  births,

17  Deaths  were  due  to  all  forms  of  Pneumonia,  7 to 
Bronchitis,  and  6 from  other  forms  of  Respiratory  Diseases, 
giving  a total  of  30  deaths  from  all  forms  of  Respiratory 
Diseases  apart  from  Tuberculosis  which  is  equivalent  to  a 
death  rate  of  1.16  per  1,000  population. 

There  were  25  deaths  registered  from  Tuberculosis  of  the 
Respiratory  System,  and  1 from  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis; 
this  gives  a total  of  26  deaths  from  all  forms  of  Tuberculosis 
which  represents  a rate  of  1.0  per  1,000  population. 

10  Deaths  were  registered  from  Influenza,  whi^i  is 
equivalent  to  a death  rate  of  0.38  per  1,000  population.  For 
England  and  Wales  the  rate  was  0.54  per  1,000. 

There  were  12  deaths  from  Violence  apart  from  Suicide, 
and  2 Suicidal. 

Cancer  and  other  forms  of  malignant  disease  caused  31 
deaths,  equal  to  a rate  of  1.2  per  1,000. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES— GENERALLY. 

There  have  been  remarkably  few  cases  of  infectious 
disease — which  is  very  fortunate  under  the  circumstances  ot 
being  without  our  own  Isolation  Hospital. 

The  cases  we  have  had,  have  been  of  a very  mild  type. 
We  still  give  serum  to  the  Scarlet  Fever  cases  to  shorten  the 
isolation  period,  and  the  result  remains  quite  satisfactory. 
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Diphtheria  cases  have  been  very  few — only  25,  and  I 
suppose  this  is  the  reason  why  there  is  now  no  demand  for 
immunization. 

NOTIFICATION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

.139  Gases  of  Infectious  Diseases  were  notified  in  1937.* 
The  notifications  comprised — 49  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever;  25  of 
Diphtheria;  26  of  Pneumonia  and  Influenzal  (Pneumonia;  2 of; 
Erysipelas;  3 of  Puerperal  Pyrexia;  25  cases  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis;  and  9 other  forms  of  Tuberculosis. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

Of  the  49  cases  of  Scarlet  'Fever  notified,  39  were  removed 
to  Hospital,  and  all  made  good  recoveries. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

25  Gases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  during  the  year,  and 
of  these  24  were  removed  to  Hill  House  Isolation  Hospital. 
Sketty.  One  case  proved  fatal. 

PNEUMONIA  AND  INFLUENZAL  PNEUMONIA. 

There  were  26  cases  of  Pneumonia  and  Influenzal 
Pneumonia  notified.  Of  these,  8 proved  fatal. 

ERYSIPELAS. 

The  2 cases  of  Erysipelas  notified  were  removed  to  Hill 
House  Isolation  Hospital,  and  made  good  recoveries. 

PUERPERAL  PYREXIA. 

3 Cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  were  notified.  All  made 
good  recoveries. 

OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM. 

1 Case  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  was  notified  in  1937, 
and  made  a good  recovery. 


Analysis  of  Notifiable  Diseases  (other  than  Tuberculosis)  during  the  Year  1937. 

Under  the  following  age. 
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TUBERCULOSIS. 


25  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  9 other  forms  of 
Tuberculosis  were  notified  in  1937.  The  total  deaths  regis- 
tered from  all  forms  of  Tuberculosis  numbered  19,  and  the 
ratio  of  non-notified  Tuberculosis  deaths  to  the  total  Tuber- 
culosis deaths  was  as  6 is  to  19.  3 cases  of  the  un-notified 

deaths  occurred  outside  the  district  amongst  persons  normally 
resident  in  the  district — the  other  3 escaped  notification  owing 
ti.  the  General  Practitioner  sending  the  case  direct  to  the 
Tuberculosis  Physician  and  each  doctor  thinking  the  other 
had  notified. 

There  is  no  reason  to  believe  that  there  is  any  wilful 
neglect  to  notify,  and  occupation  in  this  district  seems  to  have 
no  influence  on  either  case— incidence  or  mortality.

Laboratory  Facilities. 

Pathological  and  Bacteriological  examinations  are  made 
at  the  County  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Cardiff,  but 
emei’gency  specimens  are  still  being  examined  by  pr. 
Sladden,  at  the  “ Beck  ” Laboratory,  Swansea.  All  Medical 
Practitioners  within  the  District  can  have  any  samples 
examined  free  of  cost,  the  cost  being  borne  by  your  Council. 


Ambulance  Facilities. 

(a)  For  Infectious  Cases. 

A Motor  Ambulance  is  provided  for  the  removal  of 
Infectious  Cases  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

(b)  For  Non-Infectious,  Accident  Cases  and  Maternity  Cases. 

The  various  works  in  the  district  provide  ambulance  for 
the  removal  of  these  cases  to  Gorseinon  or  Swansea  Hospital, 
according  to  which  Hospital  the  patient  is  a subscriber.  The 
service  is  quite  adequate  under  normal  conditions. 


Nursing  in  the  Home. 

fa)  General. 

For  ordinary  sickness  or  accident,  the  services  of  the 
Queen  Victoria  Memorial  Association  Nurses  are  available  in 
each  Parish  of  the  district.  These  Nurses  are  supported  by 
the  various  works  in  the  district. 

(b)  Infectious  Diseases. 

In  case  of  sever  epidemics  such  as  Measles  or  Influenza, 
the  Committees  of  the  various  Welfares  in  the  district  under 
the  direction  of  the  Health  Visitors,  are  available  for  the 
home  nursing.

The  School  Clinics  in  the  district  are  held  at  Pontardulais. 
and  Gowerton  Council  Schools,  and  at  The  Institute,  Lime 
Street,  Gorseinon.  The  children  are  treated  periodically  by 
Education  Authorities’  Medical  Officers. 

Tuberculosis  Clinics. 

The  treatment  of  Tuberculosis  is  in  the  care  of  the  King 
Edward  VII.  Welsh  National  Memorial  Association.  There 
are  two  Dispensaries,  one  at  10,  Grove  Place,  Swansea,  and 
one  at  the  Bryn,  Pontardulais,  which  is  open  on  Fridays  only, 
from  10  a,m.  to  1 p.m. 

Sanatorium  accommodation  for  the  district  is  provided  at 
the  various  Sanatoria  in  Wales,  there  being  no  local  Sanatoria. 
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Garngoch  Isolation  Hospital. 

Prior  to  the  closing  of  the  Hospital,  39  cases  of  Scarlet 
Fever  were  admitted  during  the  year,  and  since  then  8 cases 
were  nursed  at  home. 

24  Diphtheria  and  2 Erysipelas  cases  were  admitted  to 
Hill  House  Isolation  Hospital,  and  as  there  were  2 cases  of 
Diphtheria  in  Hospital  on  January  1st,  1937,  the  total  number 
of  patients  treated  at  Hill  House  Hospital  was  26.

Midwifery  and  Maternity  Services. 

Most  Maternity  Cases  are  attended  at  home  by  Midwives — 
Local  Practitioners  being  called  in  if  required.  Complicated 
cases  and  those  with  unsuitable  home  conditions  are  treated 
at  Penrhiwtyn  Hospital,  Neath.  The  Council  also  provides 
free  services  of  Midwives  to  necessitous  cases.  Infective 
cases  are  now  being  treated  at  the  Swansea  County  Borough 
Fever  Hospital,  pending  the  erection  of  the  new  Isolation 
Hospital,  Garngoch. 

There  were  12  trained  and  1 un-trained  Midwives 
practising  in  the  district  during  the  year  1937. 

Institutional  Provision  for  Unmarried  Mothers, 

Illegitimate  Infants  and  Homeless  Children. 

Provision  for  unmarried  mothers,  illegitimate  infants, 
and  homeless  children  is  provided  for  by  the  respective  Public 
Assistance  Authorities  at  Pontardawe  and  Penmaen. 


Health  Visitors. 

There  are  two  whole-time  Health  Visitors  in  the  district 
who  visit  all  births  notified,  and  who  make  periodic  re-visits.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 
General  Water  Schemes. 

Last  September,  the  Ministry  of  Health  held  a Local 
Inquiry  on  this  Council’s  application  for  loan  sanction  for 
the  sum  of  £12,925  in  regard  to  new  watermains  for  the 
general  reorganisation  of  water  distribution  throughout  the 
district  to  improve  shortage  of  supplies  in  various  high  points 
in  the  area. 

It  is  intended  that  the  schemes  be  executed  in  portions 
over  three  years,  those  to  be  done  this  year  include  as 
follows 

2,200  yards  9in.  Cast  Iron  Concrete  Lined  Watermain 
from  Pontlliw  to  Gorslas. 

958.1/3rd  6in.  Main  from  (Gorslas  to  Fountain  Inn. 
Pontardulais,  for  which  work  tenders  have  already 
been  provisionally  accepted. 

Additionally,  160  yards  6in.  Cast  Iron  Watermain 
Extension  at  Mount  Street,  Gowerton,  estimated  to  cost  £205. 
for  which  the  consent  of  the  Ministry  has  been  received  for 
execution  by  direct  administration,  and  for  these  works  loan 
sanction  for  the  sum  of  £4,900  has  already  been  applied  for.

During  the  present  financial  year,  by  a special  process 
the  Council  have  had  all  the  4in.  and  3in.  Watermains  at 
Gowerton  scraped,  cleaned  and  internally  re-coated  at  a cost 
of  approximately  £750. 

A short  watermain  extension  is  proposed  at  Gorseinon 
Garden  Village,  to  link  up  the  present  watermain  system. 

Schools. 

The  Sanitary  conditions  and  water  supply  of  Schools  in 
the  district  is  quite  satisfactory,  except  at  Lower  Loughor 
Schools,  which  is  not  connected  to  the  Council  Sewer., 
resulting  in  a nuisance  in  the  adjoining  field.  The  attention 
of  the  County  Council  has  been  drawn  to  the  necessity  of 
connecting  the  drainage  to  the  sewer  and  converting  the  pail 
conveniences  into  water  carriage.
